3) leave him befuddled as to how Mitt 
Romney has acquired an IRA worth 
$100 million, given the "maximum 
you can contribute is $30,000 a year." 
As someone who has managed IRAs 
in the financial services industry, I 
would be happy to educate him. 

Mitt Romney worked for Bain 
Capital for over 25 years. During his 
time with the company, he was com- 
pensated in the form of stock. Many 
CEOs receive company stock, and 
these shares are often valued at a price 
that is quite low. 

The amount that a person can con- 
tribute to an IRA has steadily increased 
over the years. Mr. Romney very eas- 
ily could have contributed stock in the 
amount of $5,000 to $10,000 a year 
over this time, up to the maximum 
limit for that particular year. The over- 
all value of this stock could very easily 
have ballooned to over $100 million 
dollars, over 25-plus years.

The merger of Pikes Peak Library 
District (PPLD) and Manitou Springs 
Public Library (MSPL) is an opportu- 
nity to enhance and sustain our com- 
munity library for future generations.

1. Yes, there is a small tax increase. 
While the ballot states "up to 4 mills,"

year. These dollars support improved 
library services and give the library 

a stable budget that will sustain it 
throughout the future.

Consequently, the library 
competes for funding with essential 
services such as police, fire and public 
works. The library is not an essential 
service. 

3. Results of the community survey 
and Manitou Springs Forward's rec- 
ommendations show that citizens want 
convenient services and improved 



educational opportunities which PPLD 
offers students of our community. 
Joining PPLD allows residents the 
ability to order books from any PPLD 
branch in Manitou Springs. PPLD 
offers many programs such as com- 
puter skills and how to start or market 
your business. Also, PPLD provides a 
professional video studio which can be 
used to promote MSPL and the entire 
Manitou Springs community. 

4. Our Carnegie building is an icon 
in the community — ownership stays 
in the hands of our city (it will be 
leased by PPLD). PPLD will help in 
restoring and expanding the library 
and addressing our issues of space and 
ADA requirements. 

Our small-town community feel will 
not change. We will be the Manitou 
Springs Community Library. Please 
vote YES on 2B and help sustain the 
library for future generations.

became clear that there was limited 
city support, a number of us split off 
to form the Colorado Farm and Art 
Market. The lesson learned: Without 
city involvement and professional 
planning, it will be challenging to 
implement such a project. 

I like Mike's approach of initiating 
a public discussion. I suggest that he 
pull together a diverse steering com- 
mittee to oversee a professional fea- 
sibility study funded, perhaps, by the 
city and charitable foundations. 

It will be critical to involve the 
agricultural community. Small- and 
mid-scale farmers, ranchers and food 
businesses must be at the table from 
the outset. 

These people are generally most 
available from November to Febru- 
ary, so maybe planning could begin 
soon and a feasibility analysis could 
be announced and available for public 
review by next spring or summer. 

This project could have major 
impact on the region's economy and 
quality of life. The timing is right for 
others to come to the table and explore 
the possibilities.

Choose your leaders wisely, near and far 




Every four years, without fail, we 
all hear the same mantra: "This 
is the most important election of our 
lifetimes..." 

It's not a theme espoused by just one 
party. Republicans and Democrats use 
the cliche with equal fervor, and they're 
employing it again now in the final days 
before the 2012 general election. 

But this time, they actually might be 
right. 

About half of America is shuddering 
at the prospect of a Mitt Romney presi- 
dency, especially if it comes with con- 
tinuing GOP control of the House — 
and perhaps new control of the Senate. 

The other half can't stomach the 
possibility of Barack Obama having 
another four years in the White House, 
largely because of volatile feelings 
over social issues that have escalated 
so rapidly during this administration. 



We have more jobs, the stock market 
has recovered, and the American auto- 
making industry has survived and 
rebounded. As promised, the war in 
Iraq has ended, and a specific plan has 
been announced for withdrawal from 
Afghanistan by 2014. 

Obama pushed through the most sig- 
nificant health care reform of our gen- 
eration, finally brought an end to Don't 
Ask Don't Tell, and lest we forget, had 
the vision to bring into his administra- 
tion his former rival, Hillary Clinton, 
whose accomplishments as secretary of 
state have restored much of America's 
stature globally. 

And yes, we do have palpable fears 
about the policies and priorities of 
Romney and the GOP, which threaten 
the middle class, reproductive rights 
(actually the rights of all women, in 
varying ways) and the elderly. 



U.S. House, District 5, Doug 
Lamborn (R) vs. Dave Anderson 
(unaffiliated): Our frustrations with 
Rep. Lamborn are no secret, and have 
mounted throughout his three terms. 
His shallowness on issues, his disdain 
for constituent services, his unwilling- 
ness to debate opponents, his belief 
that corporations deserve the same 
rights as people, his embarrassing 
boycott of the 2012 State of the Union 
address — we simply do not see how 
anyone in this district could have a 
positive feeling about him. And that 
is a shame, for if we had a real leader 
representing us in Washington, the 
Speaker of the House could emerge 
from this congressional district two 
decades from now. 

Fortunately, in this election there is 
a refreshing choice: Dave Anderson, 
a capable, articulate, retired manu-

has repulsed us with arch-conservative 
positions — against regulating green- 
house gases; against gay rights; for 
ceasing government funding of Nation- 
al Public Radio; etc. — and more 
recently with baseless attack ads. 

Pace has made a strong impres- 
sion on us during his rapid rise as a 
state legislator: He knows the district 
well from having worked for Salazar, 
and he's a great listener. We feel Pace 
could go to Washington and instantly 
become part of a new wave of promis- 
ing young leaders there. Vote Pace. 

University of Colorado 

CU Regents: For the District 5 
seat, we heartily endorse incumbent 
Kyle Hybl (R) of Colorado Springs 
for another six-year term. Hybl, an 
El Pomar Foundation executive, has 
distinguished himself as a long-time 
champion of both UCCS and the 
Springs. 

For the at-large vacancy, we 
like incumbent Stephen Ludwig 
(D) for a second term in his race 
against challenger Brian Davidson 
(R). Ludwig graduated from UCCS 
in the '90s, already serves on the 
regents' strategic planning commit- 
tee, and understands the necessity 
to support continued growth of the 
Colorado Springs campus. Vote 
Hybl and Ludwig. 



On the home front, we see similarly 
hardened positions and concerns. Yes, 
El Paso County might have a strong 
Republican base, but unaffiliated vot- 
ers are plentiful enough to change out- 
comes. And a level of dissatisfaction 
with some area office-holders could 
have an impact. 

With mail ballots arriving as this 
issue hits the streets, we offer our 
endorsements in contested races 
between the two major parties. (Last 
week's Indy contained endorsements 
on ballot issues; see the "Cheat sheet" 
on p. 13 for those, and explore the 
archives at csindy.com for our full 
explanations.) 

For the record, we're not weigh- 
ing in on candidates from outside 
the two major parties except for U.S. 
House candidate Dave Anderson, who 
is unaffiliated. The others, idealistic 
though they may be, have not in our 
view mounted serious, sufficiently 
funded campaigns or connected with 
the electorate. 

Federal government 

President, Barack Obama (D) vs. 
Mitt Romney (R): President Obama 
deserves a second term. 

We haven't forgotten the state of our 
economy when Obama took office, 
and how much it has improved since. 



Their stated goal of repealing the 
Patient Protection and Affordable 
Care Act would have disastrous conse- 
quences for millions of disadvantaged 
Americans. 

As for the social issues, we believe 
a Romney presidency would lead to 
reversal of Roe v. Wade, the cutoff of 
funding for Planned Parenthood, the 
end of requirements for insurance com- 
panies to cover birth control, an even 
more conservative-dominated Supreme 
Court, and erosion of a level playing 
field for gay and lesbian Americans in 
everyday life. 

We understand the excitement for 
Obama is more muted now than four 
years ago, which could affect turnout. 
But we strongly encourage everyone in 
his camp to vote. Colorado is one of a 
handful of swing states in what should 
be a nail-biter of an election, and how 
Colorado Springs votes very well could 
help determine who will be sworn in 
next January. 

The president won't carry El Paso 
County, but he needs to come close 
to the 39.9 percent here who voted for 
him four years ago. 

If that happens, Obama should win 
this state. Whether you vote early or on 
Nov. 6, vote as if your country's future 
is on the line. Vote to re-elect Obama 
and Vice President Joe Biden. 



facturing executive. We've watched 
Anderson chart his course, knowing he 
couldn't win a Republican primary, but 
trying to unseat Lamborn as an unaf- 
filiated candidate. 

Anderson's business acumen and 
common-sense ideas would make for 
great ammunition in a debate, but 
Lamborn has refused to give voters the 
opportunity to see them together and 
compare. 

If the GOP faithful heard Ander- 
son's fiscally conservative stances, 
they might be swayed. He feels we are 
"vaporizing the middle class," that we 
should take a hard line in trade deal- 
ings with China, and that free-trade 
agreements (a Lamborn favorite) do far 
more harm than good to our economy. 

With votes from Democrats and 
enough frustrated Republicans, Ander- 
son still might turn his longshot candi- 
dacy into an upset. He has our enthusi- 
astic support. Vote Anderson. 

U.S. House, District 3, Scott Tip- 
ton (R) vs. Sal Pace (D): While we 
are largely a Pikes Peak-area newspa- 
per, since the Independent is distrib- 
uted through parts of Pueblo County 
we feel compelled to take a stand here, 
especially since the choice is so clear. 
In his two years since replacing long- 
time Rep. John Salazar, Scott Tipton 



State Legislature 



Just a note: We wish that our metro 
area had more competitive races in this 
state -level election. In most districts, 
we have Republicans looking at slam- 
dunk victories over obscure, little- 
known opponents. 

All we'll say here is that we wish 
newly elected (or re-elected) GOP 
legislators would set philosophical dif- 
ferences aside and communicate more 
with the Independent. If elected, they 
will represent all the citizens of their 
districts, including our readers. They 
might take their cues from Reps. Mark 
Waller and Bob Gardner, who have 
proved willing to work with us and 
present their side on issues. 

That said, three races are in conten- 
tion, and at least two of them will help 
determine which party controls the 
state House of Representatives for the 
next two years. 

House District 17, Mark Barker 
(R) vs. Tony Exum Sr. (D): Elected 
two years ago, Barker hasn't made 
nearly enough of an effort to represent 
most of his largely low-income and 
racially diverse constituency. And it 
shows: At a recent forum, his introduc- 
tory remarks focused entirely on his 
background, without a word on issues 
or what he's done for HD 17. Exum,

by contrast, has spent years living in the 
area and really knows the people there. 
The retired city firefighter and CSFD 
battalion chief understands why many 
folks need a hand up, not a hand out from 
their government, especially when they 
can't make enough in low-paying jobs 
to support their children. He knows that 
most HD 17 families qualify for free or 
reduced-price school lunches for their 
children, and he's sensitive to making 
sure the less-affluent school districts are 
properly funded.

Some key differences: Barker appears 
willing to let drillers for oil and gas have 
their way, while Exum wants "to ensure 
that we still have clean air and water," 
even if that means local-level regulation. 
As for electric power, Barker has no trou- 
ble saying "we're gonna have fossil fuels 
for a long time"; Exum supports incen- 
tives with accountability for alternative 
power sources. Barker opposes legislation 
to allow civil unions in Colorado; Exum 
supports it. Vote Exum. 

House District 18, Pete Lee (D) vs. 
Jennifer George (R): Lee has proven 
an effective first-term lawmaker, though 
Republicans clearly were intent this year 
on killing his bills in committee as part 
of an effort to unseat him. He now faces 
a stern challenge from George, who has 
made many friends locally with her con- 
sulting and volunteer work. 

Both are smart attorneys, and we need 
more people like them in public service. 
We're told the race is very tight. Both 
sides have endured dirty campaign tactics, 
the result of state-level PAC money buy- 
ing anonymous ads. 

We have admired Lee for his long- 
standing commitment to restorative jus- 
tice (also the area of his biggest legislative 
accomplishment), in which first offenders 
are prompted to understand fully the 
impact on their victims and society, and 
allowed the opportunity for restitution. It's 
effective in reducing recidivism and the 



high cost of avoidable incarceration, both 
of which offer tangible benefits to society. 

Lee deserves credit for pushing his 
Hire Colorado bill this year, which would 
have given Colorado companies an inside 
track on state contracts, following the 
lead of 29 other states. George says it puts 
new requirements on local businesses, but 
in reality it simply gives more benefit to 
businesses that, for example, offer pension 
plans or health insurance to employees — 
and less to those that don't. (GOP leaders 
killed the bill in committee.) 

We're concerned that George has 
chosen not to fill out most question- 
naires from numerous local citizens 
groups, and ducked the Citizens Project 
debate co-hosted by FOX 21 and the 
Independent. We have observed that 
candidates not responsive before the 
election are often equally unresponsive 
when elected. 

We are also concerned with George's 
stance on education vouchers. She tells 
us that, in accordance with her support 
for unlimited choice in K-through-12 
education, she would favor parents 
being able to direct their money to pri- 
vate and parochial schools. That's not 
realistic, and not even allowed by Colo- 
rado's constitution. By comparison, Lee 
has endorsed choice within the public 
school system, but opposes vouchers 
and unlimited choice as being detri- 
mental to public education as a whole. 

We'd like to see how much Lee could 
accomplish as part of a House majority. 
Vote Lee. 

House District 20, Bob Gardner (R) 
vs. Michael Goldsborough (D): This is 
a redrawn district, with Gardner (who has 
served three terms in District 21) seeking 
a fourth and final term. Goldsborough has 
not run for office before. 

While we might agree with more of 
Goldsborough's specific positions, we feel 
that Gardner has represented his constitu- 
ency (and this region's interests) well. 
We've seen how Gardner's understanding 
of the legislative game has helped him 
rise into a leadership role in Denver, how 
he's fought for the rights of those with 
developmental disabilities, and how he 
knows more than most lawmakers about 
the intricacies of military and education 
issues. 

Goldsborough has potential and could 
try again in two years, but we feel Gard- 
ner's experience and expertise have 
earned him a final term. Vote Gardner. 

County government 

Commissioner District 3: Sallie Clark 
(R) vs. John Morris (D): It's true that 
we endorsed Clark four years ago against 
a Democratic opponent for her second 
term, and we acknowledge Clark's energy 
in addressing such issues as child abuse, 
the No Man's Land problem, and the 
Interstate 25-Cimarron Street interchange. 
Who knows, if Scott Mclnnis hadn't 
stumbled so badly in his 2010 gubernato- 
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rial campaign, she might have been his 
running mate. 

But there is a problem here, and it's the 
self-serving maneuverings by Clark and 
fellow commissioners Dennis Hisey and 
Amy Lathen regarding term limits. Their 
push in 2010 for three four-year terms, 
intentionally approving the use of confus- 
ing and misleading ballot language, was 
bad enough. Then came their refusal to 
allow a re -vote in 2011, citing (inflated) 
cost estimates as the reason. 

By delaying the re -vote until now, Hisey 
and Clark are eligible for three terms 
regardless of the term-limits outcome in this 
election. Those actions were repugnant, and 
have harmed locals' belief in their elected 
leaders and government as a whole. 

Clark now has a credible opponent in 
John Morris, who headed the El Paso 
County Democrats from 2004 to 2008. 
Morris, a retired history teacher who 
knows local issues well, also feels that 
this divided (three ways, among Dems, 
Republicans and unaffiliated) district 
is the best chance to end 40 years of a 
GOP monopoly on the Board of County 
Commissioners. "We need a progressive 
voice in their conversations," Morris says. 
"What I would bring is new questions, 
different questions." 

And in addition to term limits, Mor- 
ris feels that commissioners' not seek- 
ing voter approval for the $50 million 
Citizens Service Center investment is yet 



another example of why the public has 
lost trust — the county is now committed 
to $13 million a year in debt service. 

We know this: Democrats are likely to 
vote for Morris, and 5,900 Republicans 
voted against Clark (and for challenger 
Karen Magistrelli) in the primary. If 
enough of those GOP votes would swing 
to him, Morris could pull off an unlikely 
upset. Regardless, this is the best chance 
to see how deep the term-limits angst 
goes. Vote Morris. 

Commissioner District 4: Dennis 
Hisey (R) vs. Doskor Hanchett Jr. (D): 

We won't revisit the term-limits reasoning, 
but it also applies to Hisey. In this race, 
we have to consider whether to endorse a 
rookie challenger with limited civic experi- 
ence who hasn't run for office previously. 

Hanchett, retired from civil service, 
was a soldier in Vietnam and has earned 
a masters degree in public administra- 
tion, plus a graduate -level certificate in 
finance. He supports limiting commis- 
sioners to two terms, and he's against 
fracking, wanting to be careful with 
drilling to protect the water supply (while 
Hisey has been overly friendly to the oil- 
and-gas industry). All this, along with 
having been a business CEO and working 
in government jobs for two decades, is 
enough to convince us. Vote Hanchett.

Here's how the Urban Land Institute's ponderous report on downtown 
Colorado Springs ends: "Downtown's brand must be on the lips and in 
the thoughts of every business owner and resident in the city. The culture 
of Colorado Springs must identify with downtown." 

Brave words, indeed — but the authors paid little attention to local geog- 
raphy. Given that they visited between June 24 and June 29, when much of 
the city was obscured by smoke, perhaps their ignorance is understandable. 

Colorado Springs is a sprawling, polycentric city, its people too diverse, 
too separated by time and distance, and perhaps too fond of their geographic 
clusters to identify with downtown. As of 2010, the city had a population of 
416,427, a land area of 194.1 square miles, and population density of 2,242 per 
square mile. By comparison, New York City had a population of 8,175,233, a 
land area of 302.6 square miles, and a density of 27,243 per square mile. 

We're two-thirds the physical size of New York, with 5 percent of the 
people. And unlike New York, our city has no obvious center — no dra- 

matic cluster of tall buildings, no vast 

natural harbor with miles of deepwater 
docks, no blocks of brownstone town- 
houses. We're just a big, featureless bite 
of a bigger prairie, bounded on the west 
by Pikes Peak and Garden of the Gods, 
and bounded on the east by ... nothing. 
^^^^^^^^^^^^^^^^^^^^ That's not to say that our built envi- 
ronment lacks character. We love our 
micro-neighborhoods (in my case, the 2100 block of West Bijou Street) and 
our macro-neighborhoods. I live a couple of miles from downtown, work 
downtown and shop downtown ... but my heart is in the west side. I'm glad 
to see downtown do well, but I'm engaged with the west side. 

I suspect that we're all engaged with our subareas. Folks in the North 
End may consider downtown the center of their universe, but folks in the 
northeast may never go there. Indeed, they may see downtown revitaliza- 
tion as directly contrary to their interests. 

For example, the ULI report recommends that the city tap unused bond- 
ing capacity to fund downtown improvements. But if you borrow money you 
have to pay it back, so why should people 20 miles away have to pay taxes 
to fund something of no direct benefit? And suppose some of that borrowed 
money is used, as the report says, to build a downtown ballpark? 

There's already a perfectly nice stadium in the northeast, home of the 
Sky Sox. My guess is that northeast residents would be just as enchanted 
with the prospect of the Sky Sox abandoning Security Service Field as 
were Brooklynites when the Dodgers abandoned Ebbets Field. 

Rather than trying to force our unruly city to be something it clearly 
doesn't want to be, maybe we should embrace and celebrate our own 
quirky diversity. So let's re -imagine our own political geography. 

The New York we know today didn't come into being until 1898, when 
Manhattan, Brooklyn, the Bronx, Staten Island and Queens were consolidated 
into a single city. Brooklynites or Staten Islanders might love to be independent 
once more, but that's not in the cards — just ask Mayor Michael Bloomberg! 

We never consolidated — city growth was driven by developer decisions. 
So why not divide the city into five independent boroughs, each with its 
own taxing authority? The boroughs would share certain essential func- 
tions (roads, utilities, public safety), but they'd be on their own otherwise. 
And here are the boroughs. 
Democratia: the west side and Manitou. 
Republicania: northeast and northwest. 
Militaria: east and southeast.

When Air Force Academy cadets first started 
sneaking into Freethinkers meetings some 20 
years ago, we knew who they were. Their youth and 
very short hair gave them away. But they would not 
tell us where they were from, or anything else. They 
would sit quietly in the back of the room, talk with no 
one, and leave as soon as the presentation was over. 

As the months passed they slowly started 
talking with other Freethinkers. They suggested 
that they had to claim to be going to a church 
service to get permission to leave the Academy. 
They would complain about religious harassment 
and threats to their career if they didn't embrace 
fundamentalist Christianity. 

We gave them the standard advice for nonbelievers 
in those positions. Keep you religious understandings 



to yourself, don't push back against any insult or 
attempt to trick you into talking about religion, 
and start building a log book. Record every offense, 
collect papers, emails, newspaper articles, any thing 
that illustrates what is being done to you. Several of 
the cadets did this, and years later one of them filed a 
complaint with Air Force officials, 

The shock waves from that complaint has shaken 
the Academy to it's core and reached military bases 
around the world. They also reached into Mikey 
Weinstein's home in New Mexico. Mikey graduated 
from the United States Air Force Academy and 
then led a strong career as a lawyer in powerful 
government circles, When he found out that his own 
sons. Air Force Academy students at the time, were 
being harassed because of the their Jewish heritage, 
he exploded into action. 

He formed the Military Religious Freedom 
Foundation and started a military style attack on 
religious extremism at the Air Force Academy 
and throughout the United States Military. He 
has succeeded beyond the dreams of the average 
Freethinker. Mr. Weinstein recently welcomed the 



introduction of Air Force Instruction 1-1, section 2,1 1 
of which makes it mandatory for Air Force personnel 
to "avoid the actual or apparent use of their position 
to promote their personal religious beliefs to their 
subordinates or to extend preferential treatment for 
any religion" (http://www.e-publishing.af.mil/shared/ 
media/epubs/AFIl -1 .pdf ).

Post lays an endorsement egg 



This happened in August 1977, but it seems like yesterday. Several days after 
driving 1,000 miles in an overfilled U-Haul truck to start a new challenge 
here, I rode with a co-worker up Interstate 25 for an assignment in Denver. 

As we breezed over the crest of Monument Hill, the fellow writer offered 
a piece of local information: "You'll find this out soon enough," he said, 
"but as far as most people in Denver are concerned, this is the state line." 

It seemed strange at the time to the naive transplant from Arkansas. But 
within a few months, it became obvious that most Denver folks truly had 
no idea about everyday life, problems and priorities in Colorado Springs. 
And nothing has happened since to change that conclusion. 
That mental snapshot from 35 years ago came back to mind last Friday, 
after the Denver Post pre-released some election endorsements before pub- 
lishing them last weekend. As part of that package, the Post offered the 
view that U.S. Rep. Doug Lamborn of Colorado Springs should be elected 
to a fourth term in Congress. 

Really. The only state-level newspaper in Colorado, which claims to be 
paying attention to matters of importance to all Coloradans, endorses Lam- 
born despite writing that "we regularly disagree with his stances." 

That part was crazy enough. 
In searching for positives about 
the Republican whose mission 
is being rated among the most 
conservative D.C lawmakers, the 
Post mentioned that Lamborn 
"worked to bring a veterans ceme- 
tery to the region." In reality, that 
was championed by both parties, 
with former U.S. Rep. John Sala- 
zar the leading force, and Lamborn joining only when the idea surfaced of 
putting that cemetery between Colorado Springs and Pueblo. 

But that wasn't the worst part of the Post's endorsement. The real insult 
to everyone south of Monument Hill was the Post's excuse that Lamborn 
has no real opposition beyond "several minor-party candidates." 

There was no reference at all to Dave Anderson, the local independent 
who has been running actively against Lamborn for more than a year. Ander- 
son, with no party affiliation, has a strong business and manufacturing back- 
ground, and he's a staunch fiscal conservative. He's an underdog, for sure, but 
he's far from irrelevant. At the Indy, we've been keeping up with Anderson's 
campaign all along. He came to our office recently for an interview, while 
our request to Lamborn (even for just a phone visit) went unanswered. 

In the end, as you'll see in our package starting on p. 11, we're endorsing 
Anderson without hesitation. Hopefully that will make a difference in the 
race, but obviously the Post's position carries weight. In a related column, 
the Post referred to having interviewed candidates and checked through 
coverage of congressional races. But apparently not south of Monument 
Hill, because as Anderson quickly confirmed to the Indy, he never was 
contacted and hadn't talked to anyone from the Post despite submitting a 
steady stream of campaign materials. 

At a local charity event Friday night, just a few hours after that endorse- 
ment went online, Anderson talked about having numerous Denver friends 
in business, including one who has been a Post contributor. He thought the 
Post would check out his website, which includes in-depth positions plus an 
impressive list of endorsements from the likes of former state House Speak- 
er Andrew Romanoff, former GOP legislator and state insurance commis- 
sioner Marcy Morrison, former Colorado Springs Vice Mayor Richard 
Skorman, Canon City Mayor Tony Greer, and various Springs business 
and civic leaders including Tom Neppl (CEO of Springs Fabrication), Mike 
Callicrate, Chuck Murphy, Mary Ellen McNally, Jim Stewart, Ernest 
Chavez and Susan Loo Pattee. 

Yet, despite all that, the Post dismissed Anderson without so much as a 
phone call. That's not acceptable for a state newspaper. In fact, one has to 
question whether the Post deserves that title any longer. 

Of course, it also depends on where the state line actually is. Here in 
Colorado Springs, we realize that the border actually is 140 miles south, 
between Trinidad and Raton. 

But apparently, from Denver's vantage point, there truly isn't anything 
south of Monument Hill.

Citizens Project, in cooperation with a wide range 
of partner agencies, has produced nonpartisan 
voter guides and election education forums for all local 
elections since our inception 20 years ago. 

We started these programs in part because candidate 
information for local races was hard to find, in part 
because our community, for the first time, was seeing 
what we called "stealth candidates." These stealth 
candidates often refused to answer questions about 
their values and ideas and, once elected, sabotaged 
previously functional governing bodies with extreme 
ideas and an unwillingness to compromise. Although 
participation in election education activities has varied 
over the years, one thing remains true: candidates who 
do not make their positions known tell voters every bit as 
much about themselves as those who do. 

The 2012 general election has been unusual in two 
ways. First, third-party candidates outnumbered primary 
party candidates in many local races. Maybe it signifies 
an increasing polarization among the primary parties 
and a disinclination among voters to make binary "this 
or that" choices, or, maybe it's simply an anomaly. 
Whatever the reason, Citizens Project, as always, went 
to great lengths to include all candidates, because we 
believe voters deserve to hear from those asking for 
their vote, irrespective of party affiliation. 

Second, many voter education groups, including the 
League of Women Voters of the Pikes Peak Region 
(Vote411.org), saw staggeringly low rates of participation 
in candidate questionnaires and forums. As you flip 
through this voter guide, in addition to studying the 
various candidates' positions, we invite you to also 
carefully consider exactly what those candidates who 
do not answer direct questions about their positions are 
saying. Sometimes, silence is worth a thousand words. 



BALLOT MEASURES EXPLAINED 

Amendment S - would amend the Colorado Constitution to alter the state's personnel system by: requiring merit-based appointments 
for jobs; removing some positions from the state personnel system; granting the governor the power to dismiss members of the state 
personnel board; expanding veterans' preference for jobs; increasing the number of candidates eligible for jobs; clarifying temporary 
worker limits; and eliminating residency requirements for jobs. 

Amendment 64 - would amend the Colorado Constitution to allow limited amounts of marijuana to be sold, regulated, and taxed like 
alcohol, and would require the first $40 million in tax income to be allocated to public schools. 

Amendment 65 - would amend the Colorado Constitution to establish campaign spending limits and issues a non-binding instruction 
to Colorado's congressional delegation and the Colorado State Legislature to propose and support an amendment to the U.S. 
Constitution establishing campaign spending limits. 

El Paso County 1A - would increase county sales tax by $.00023 per dollar spent, raising approximately $17 million annually, to 
fund urgent public safety needs identified by the El Paso County Sherriff's Office, including personnel; investigations; equipment; and 
supplies. 

El Paso County 1 B - would limit County Commissioner terms to two four-year terms from the three four-year terms that were approved 
in 2010. A yes vote on this measure would decrease the terms of eligibility for service and a no vote would retain current terms. 

Calhan 2A - would increase sales tax in Calhan by $.001 per dollar spent, raising approximately $50,000 annually, to fund road and 
bridge maintenance and repair. 

Manitou Springs 2B - would impose a property tax increase of up to four (4) mills to merge the Manitou Library District with the Pikes 
Peak Library district, increasing personal property tax by $32 per year for each $100,000 of home value. 

Manitou Springs 2C - would allow the city to retain surplus tax income and invest it in parks and recreation. 

Fountain 2D - would impose a property tax increase of up to 5.25 mills to fund a new fire station and allow the City of Fountain to 
increase its debt for the construction. After the debt is paid, the City of Fountain would be permitted to retain surplus property taxes from 
this increase to fund staffing and maintenance of the fire station. This measure would increase personal property tax by $42 per year for 
each $100,000 of home value. 

Southwestern Highway 115 Fire Protection District 4A - would impose a property tax increase of up to six (6) mills to staff and 
maintain the Fire Protection District. 

El Paso County Special District Measure 5A - would extend the capital project portion of the current Pikes Peak Rural Transportation 
Authority sales tax of $.00055 per dollar spent through December 31 , 2024, to fund transportation improvements. If approved, total 
PPRTA tax would remain at $.001 per dollar spent. 
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Security Fire Protection District 5B - would impose a property tax increase of up to 3.325 mills to staff and maintain 
the Fire Protection District. 

Tri-Lakes Monument Fire Protection District 5C - would impose a property tax increase of up to three (3) mills to 
staff and maintain the Fire Protection District to offset lost revenues from decreased home valuation. 

Not all measures will appear on all ballots. Your ballot will only contain issues and candidates specific to your region.

Muddy waters 

Despite statements by the mayor and city attorney, SDS isn't in trouble for now

City Attorney Chris Melcher has 
become a star in Pueblo, where 
a remark he uttered in spring of this 
year has helped catalyze a renewed 
push to halt Colorado Springs Utili- 
ties' $1 billion Southern Delivery 
System water pipeline project.

At issue is a comment Melcher 
made to Colorado Springs City Coun- 
cilors — that the city is obligated 
to pay $13 million to $15 million a 
year on stormwater maintenance and 
projects, and that the city is not meet- 
ing those obligations. The sound bite 
found its way to the Pueblo Chieftain, 
which has long opposed SDS and 
has seized on the remark as evidence 
that Utilities is violating SDS permit 
stipulations. 

The Chieftain's recent spate of 
stories has emboldened the similarly 
leaning Pueblo County Commis- 
sioners and the board of the Lower 
Arkansas Valley Water Conser- 
vancy District, both of which say the 
Springs' funding of stormwater has 
been inadequate for years — and both 



of which were disappointed when 
Colorado Springs Mayor Steve Bach 
only added $2 million to city storm- 
water funding this year. 

The Lower Arkansas board has gone 
so far as to send letters in August to 
the federal Bureau of Reclamation, 
which issued environmental approv- 
als for SDS, asking for further review. 
One Bureau commissioner has publicly 
voiced his support for more study. 

This has all boded badly for Utili- 
ties, which has long maintained that 
its permits — which include no dollar 
figure — do not require any spending 
threshold the city must meet. 

But now, surprisingly, Melcher 
seems to see it the way Utilities has. 

In response to questions last week, 
city spokesperson Cindy Aubrey stat- 
ed in an e-mail: "Chris Melcher tells 
me he has never said that the City was 
'required' in a legal sense to spend 
these monies. He was only quoting 
the Stormwater Department opinion 
that this level of expenditures was 
'required' in the operations mean- 
ing of the word in order to repair and 
maintain the stormwater infrastruc- 
ture at adequate levels." 

Melcher hasn't called to clear up the 
confusion with the Chieftain, though, 
reporter Chris Woodka confirms. 

Interestingly, at the same time 
Pueblo has used Melcher's statements 
to pressure the Springs on the storm- 
water issue, Mayor Steve Bach has 
pressured Utilities to cover a large 
part of yearly expenses for city-owned 
stormwater infrastructure. 

"In my opinion Utilities is a stake- 
holder in this, as we are," Bach said 
at the Oct. 1 city budget unveiling. 
"And Utilities is a stakeholder for 



two reasons. One, they entered into 
the Southern Delivery System agree- 
ments, that stipulated that Colorado 
Springs would be in compliance 
with stormwater requirements. More 
importantly, Colorado Springs Utili- 
ties is pumping that water up here 
through the Southern Delivery Sys- 
tem, and then returning that flow 
back down Fountain Creek. " 

To be clear, Utilities is not obligated 
(and in fact is legally prohibited) to 
pay for the city's existing stormwater 
repairs, unless it serves the purpose 
of protecting its own infrastructure. 
(Utilities has added $13 million to pro- 
tect its infrastructure from stormwater 
this year, much of it due to erosion 
from the Waldo Canyon burn scar.) 
It has kept up with its environmental 
responsibilities in regard to SDS, is not 
in violation of any permit, and has a 
plan in place to mitigate added flows 
stemming from the project. 

Kara Lamb, spokesperson for the 
Bureau of Reclamation, tells the Inde- 
pendent that the Bureau has respond- 
ed to the Lower Arkansas board's 
letters, explaining that Utilities is not 
currently out of compliance. 

But there is a kernel of truth in 
Pueblo's complaints. Lamb notes that 
guidelines for water quality and quan- 
tity in Fountain Creek were agreed 
to as a part of SDS permitting. Those 
must continue to be met somehow — 
or a mediation process would start 
that could put the permits in jeopardy. 

"These are the commitments the 
participants said they'd meet," she says. 
"How they meet them is up to them."

Federal fire study sought 

Colorado Sens. Michael Bennet and Mark Udall last week asked U.S. Department of 
Agriculture Secretary Tom Vilsack to conduct a "scientific review" of the Waldo 
Canyon Fire, the High Park Fire near Fort Collins, and other wildland fires in Colo- 
rado this season. 

The review would cover what treatments were used to stop or slow the fire; the 
role (if any) of "community wildfire protection plans" in fire management and losses; 
projected fire-related costs over time; the effectiveness of post-fire stabilization and 
restoration approaches; and much more. 

"We must examine the factors that led to the level of intensity and damage, and 
learn what we can do to reduce future risks," Udall and Bennet say in the letter. 

The letter was dated Oct. 11, three days after the Independent wrote to both senators 
asking whether the Waldo fire would be studied as thoroughly as the 2002 Hayman 

Fire, which claimed more than 137,000 acres. That study led to a 396-page report issued in 2003 by the Agriculture Department's 
Rocky Mountain Research Station. The Waldo fire burned more than 18,000 acres and killed two people in the Mountain Shad- 
ows area, where nearly 350 homes were destroyed. 

Udall already conducted an after-action review at Peterson Air Force Base in August to evaluate how federal and military forc- 
es interacted during the local fire event.

Why some local officials sell ;

More than six years after Owens- 
ville, Mo., decided to sell its 
electric utility, it finally closed the 
deal, netting the town of roughly 2,700 
people more than $1 million. 

"I got here in February 2008, and 
they had been working on this for 
three years then," says City Admin- 
istrator John Tracy, "and it took me 
another 3V2 years after that to write the 
contract." 

In Fairbanks, Alaska, "We spent 
years bidding it," mayoral chief of staff 
Patrick Cole says of the 1997 and 1998 
transactions. "It was very contentious 
times." 

Which suggests that off-loading 
city-owned Colorado Springs Utili- 
ties' electric division, an option Mayor 
Steve Bach wants to explore, wouldn't 
happen overnight. 

With Bach interested in funneling 
proceeds toward other city needs, work 
is under way to value the electric util- 
ity. The Utilities Policy Advisory Com- 
mittee, appointed by City Council, is 
looking at a sale of generating capacity 
alone (the city's power plants) or the 
entire system (including transmission 
and distribution lines). The study, due 
in May, also will examine the cost to 
the remaining three utilities — water, 
wastewater and gas — of removing 
the electric utility from administrative 
costs, such as payroll, human resources 
and IT. Electricity sales represent 50.4 
percent of Utilities' revenues. 

Unusual move 

If Springs Utilities were to put its 
electric up for sale, it would be unprec- 
edented, at least in recent history. 

In a report released earlier this year, 
the American Public Power Asso- 
ciation makes clear that no munici- 
pally owned utility of its size — it has

213,000 electric customers — has sold 
its electric division in at least 32 years. 
In fact, the 76 cities and towns that did 
sell from 1980 to 2012 averaged about 
1,200 customers. 

The largest, in Sebring, Fla., with 
12,278 customers, sold to Florida 
Power Corporation for $23.5 million 
in 1993. The reason: "High rates due 
to debt related to generating plant," 
according to the APPA report. 

The APPA doesn't list reasons for 
every sale, but those given generally 
fall into three categories: desire for 
lower rates, need to sidestep capital 
investment, or an inability to attract 
qualified personnel. 

Owensville, Tracy says, wanted to 
sell because as a member of the multi- 
city Missouri Public Utility Alliance, 
its rates were going up as the alli- 
ance issued debt to build more power 
plants. After the sale to investor-owned 
Ameren Missouri, Owensville's rates 
dropped by 40 percent, he says. 

Fairbanks shed not only its electric 
utility, but also water, wastewater 
and telephone services, for which 
it received some $70 million, Cole 
says. It's since used that money to 
provide 12 percent of the city's annual 
$33 million budget, and it still has 
$106 million in the bank due to good 
investment returns. Meanwhile, power 
rates from Golden Valley Electric 
Association, the buyer, have stayed 
flat, he says. 

Every utility is different, of course, 
and the price each commands depends 
on assets purchased. Prices varied from 
$988 per customer in Owensville's case 
to $2,747 per customer in DeSoto, Kan., 
to $4,211 in Fairbanks. Also, how much 
a city nets depends on how much debt 
must be paid off; Springs Utilities' debt 
is about $2.3 billion.

Stacking up 

David White of the Colorado 
Springs Regional Business Alliance 
says when competing for new IT and 
manufacturing jobs, Colorado Springs' 
biggest rivals are Salt Lake City; Den- 
ver; Boise, Idaho; Austin, Texas; and 
Phoenix. The latter two have publicly 
owned electric utilities. In defense and 
aerospace, the Springs faces Albuquer- 
que, N.M.; Wichita, Kan.; Oklahoma 
City; Omaha, Neb.; San Antonio; and 
Huntsville, Ala. Of those, the latter 
three are publicly owned. 

Huntsville, with 163,000 customers, 
boasts on its website that it operates 
"free from political and profit motive 
influences," resulting in "rates that 
are envied throughout the United 
States." 

Indeed, a big reason to retain own- 
ership is money. Austin Energy, with 
415,000 customers, "has provided $1.5 
billion in dividends to the community 
since 1976," the website says, funding 
city services such as fire, police, EMS, 
parks and libraries. It gave $105 million 
in 2011-12, according to an April report, 
and Austin Energy spokesman Ed Clark 
says, "The city has never had an inter- 
est in having anything but a city-owned 
utility. We're a tremendous resource."

San Antonio's CPS Energy is even 
more generous, having provided $4.9 
billion to city government since 1942, 
says CPS spokesman lohn Moreno. 
In 2011 alone, it paid the city of San 
Antonio $276.8 million, or roughly a 
quarter of the city's operating budget, 
he says. 

Colorado Springs, too, benefits from 
Utilities' payment-in-lieu-of-taxes, or 
PILT, budgeted at $31.1 million for 
2013 — about 13 percent of the city 
budget. 

As for rates, it's lowest on average 
residential, commercial and industrial 
bills when compared to municipalities, 
cooperatives and investor-owned elec- 
tric utilities in the state, according to a 
2012 Colorado Association of Munici- 
pal Utilities survey. 

Moreover, when marketing research 
firm J.D. Power conducted its 2012 
Electric Utility Residential Customer 
Satisfaction Study, Springs Utili- 
ties scored third-highest among the 
nation's 126 largest electric utilities. It 
outperformed Xcel Energy, the only 
other Colorado outfit on the list, which 
supplies power to 1.4 million custom- 
ers in Colorado (including the Denver 
market) in every category, including 
reliability, price, billing and payment, 
and customer service.

The ULI, a nonprofit research and 
education institute, examined downtown 
Colorado Springs and interviewed more 
than 100 residents. It recommended 
that downtown appoint an ambassador 
to better coordinate various groups and 
identify common goals, and that local 
governments and branches of city 
government strive for more cooperation. 

It also proposed several projects and 
improvements, including: 

• renaming America the Beautiful Park 
"Olympic Park," adding walls engraved with 
Olympians' names, and building a pedestrian 
bridge from the park to downtown; 

• creating an "arts and entertainment 
district" to include a downtown Sky Sox 
stadium/performing arts center; 

• building an initial 150 moderately 
priced apartment units downtown, 
perhaps for college students; 

• shrinking Tejon Street to two lanes 
and adding bike lanes; 

• and adding north-south bus rapid 
transit between University of Colorado at 
Colorado Springs and downtown. 

Bill Hudnut, ULI's panel leader, said that 
funds should be "cobbled together" to meet 
those ends through partnerships between 
public, private, nonprofit and stakeholder 
interests. Indeed, the approximately 
$150,000 to fund the study came from 23 
various groups, governments and private 
businesses. — JAS 

Infrastructure grades: ugly 

As a public service, the American Society 
of Civil Engineers has issued a "2012 
Infrastructure Report Card" for Colorado 
Springs — and it ain't pretty. 

While the citygetsa B-fordrinking water 
infrastructure and a B for wastewater, two 



services managed by Colorado Springs 
Utilities, it doesn't rate higher than a C- on 
services it manages itself. 

The engineers gave the Springs a D- for 
stormwater, noting that a 100-year storm is 
due any time now, and will cause millions 
in damage if it comes. We got a D for roads, 
with engineers noting that if the Pikes Peak 
Rural Transportation Authority sales tax is 
not reapproved by voters, the city is at risk 
of once again becoming one of the most 
congested of its size. The Springs got a D+ 
for bridges, because under currentfunding 
conditions, city bridges would need to last 
an average of 600 years. 

The Springs did surprisingly well on 
transit, earning a C-. — JAS 

Budget meeting Thursday 

This year's city budget just hasn't ticked 
off people the way the old ones did. 

After years of recession-era cuts, 
Colorado Springs is actually adding things 
back. But there's bound to be someone 
unhappy with the budget because, well, 
there always is. If you happen to be that 
unhappy person, your opportunity to be 
heard comes at a public budget meeting 
held from 5 to 7:30 p.m., Thursday, Oct. 18, 
at City Hall, 107 N. Nevada Ave. 

Those wishing to speak at the meeting 
can begin signing up at 3 p.m. Those who 
can't attend can watch the meeting live on 
SpringsTV, cable channel 18, or springsgov. 
com. Comments and ideas will be accepted 
by phone at 385-5961; by e-mail at 
2013springsbudget@springsgov.com; on 
Facebook at facebook.com/springsgov; or 
on Twitter at ©springsgov.

Cash floods local races 

El Paso County should be flattered. 
According to House Minority Leader Mark 
Ferrandino, D-Denver, the race in state 
House District 18 is the second-most- 
expensive in the state. And neighboring 
HD 17, which covers much of southeastern 
Colorado Springs, is no slouch, either. 



In HD 18, which covers downtown 
Colorado Springs and much of the 
west side, including Manitou Springs, 
incumbent Democrat Rep. Pete Lee had 
raised $136,851 as of Monday, Oct. 15. His 
opponent. Republican Jennifer George, 
had raised $148,929. 

In HD 17, GOP Rep. Mark Barker's at 
$71,808, and Democrat Tony Exum Sr., 
$81,574. 

Add to that political action committees 
spending tens of thousands of dollars to 
blanket both districts with mailers, and it 
appears that El Paso is seen as a critical 
win for both parties. Ferrandino says he 
believesthe Republicans need to oust Lee 
while protecting Barker; anything less, 
and they might lose their House majority.

Partners covered in Pueblo 

After a start-and-stop process. Pueblo 
City Council last week approved granting 
benefits to the same-sex partners of city 
workers, on a 6-1 vote. 

Council President Chris Kaufman 
opposed the change, according to the 
Pueblo Chieftain, saying gays and lesbians 
aren't a minority group, and that the issue 
isn't about equal rights. 

The Council took up the matter several 
weeks ago but sidelined it, pending a 
report on cost. Pueblo human resources 
officials estimated extending the benefits 
to roughly six employees who qualify 
would add $55,000 the budget. — PZ

Site helps the vulnerable 

Maybe, it was because she had done this before. 
But when 65 -year-old Mary Ann Sundberg (pictured right) found out she had 
breast cancer — again — she was determined to be smart about how she fought it. The 
Old Colorado City resident asked a lot of questions of her 22 caregivers at Memorial 
Health System. 

Unfortunately, rather than clarifying her choices, Sundberg found the glut of information confused her further. And her old pal, 
the Internet, wasn't always trustworthy in clearing it all up. 

"You can get in on some real weird stuff that hasn't been validated by anyone," she says. 

Now, the Pikes Peak Area Council of Governments hopes to eliminate some of the confusion for seniors and people with disabili- 
ties, and their caregivers. At its free Network of Care for Seniors and Adults with Disabilities website (pikespeak.co.networkofcare. 
org), you can find information, pre-screened for accuracy and specific to location, about doctors, diseases, housing, transportation 
and more. The PPACG's Area Agency on Aging has spent about $28,000 to launch the site, which is already used in four other states, 
and in Boulder and Denver. 

"For the citizen, I'm hoping that it's going to cut down their search for information," says PPACG's Guy Dutra-Silveira. "I'm hop- 
ing it will be a place they can go in the middle of the night to get information for their mom or dad or themselves." 

Sundberg, thankfully, doesn't need the site today; she's recovered, again, from cancer. But she's glad it's there. 

"With it being specific to seniors or caregivers of seniors or disabled people," she says, "it would weed out a lot of the other gar- 
bage that you go through when you just go to the Internet."

Calling the shots 

Memorial now mandates flu vaccine for most workers

Getting the needle isn't much fun 
when flu season hits, but many 
people think a shot will stave off 
fever, coughing and nausea. Others 
don't, so they bypass the vaccine. 

But anyone who works at Memo- 
rial Hospital has no choice: Get a 
flu shot, or be fired. Doctors who 
work there, but aren't technically 
employed there, face suspension of 
their privileges. 





Without a flu shot or a good excuse, 
you'll be cut loose in early December. 



"It's an invasion of my body," 
says one nurse, who's refused in the 
past to get a shot on philosophical 
grounds. "We're being bullied. ... It 
wasn't a condition of employment." 

Nevertheless, Memorial's policy 
aligns with that of its new opera- 
tor, University of Colorado Health, 
which took control under a lease 
finalized Oct. 1. 

"We feel flu shots are an impor- 
tant way to protect our patients, so 
we do require all our employees, 
faculty and contractors to get a 
flu shot," Dan Weaver, University 
of Colorado Hospital media rela- 
tions coordinator, says via e-mail. 
"Research shows that elderly and 
immunocompromised people are the 
most likely to have serious effects 
from the flu, and we want to keep 
these patients as safe as possible." 

In February, the Colorado Depart- 
ment of Public Health and Environ- 
ment adopted a policy requiring 
licensed health care facilities to 
report the percentage of personnel 
who are vaccinated. From Oct. 1 to 
Dec. 31 this year, 60 percent must be 
inoculated. Next year, it's 75 percent, 
and in 2014 and thereafter, 90 per- 
cent. (The rule doesn't apply to non- 
licensed facilities, such as doctor, 
dental and chiropractic offices.) 

"If they don't achieve that, facili- 
ties next year must implement a 



mandatory policy that allows only 
for medical exemptions and those 
not vaccinated must wear masks," 
says Rachel Herlihy, the state 
Health Department's director of 
immunization and infections. But 
Herlihy says the state won't crack 
down and take enforcement action 
until 2014, at which point adher- 
ence "would be part of their annual 
licensing" requirements. 

Besides protecting patients, vac- 
cinations reduce workplace absen- 
teeism, "which will reduce MH's 
operational costs for providing 
care," Memorial's policy states. The 
policy also requires that employees, 
who get the vaccine free, wear a 
sticker that verifies they've been 
immunized. 

The only workers exempt are 
those with "severe (life-threatening) 
allergies to eggs or other compo- 
nents" of the vaccine, which must 
be documented by a doctor, and 
those who acquired Guillain-Barre 
Syndrome within six weeks of get- 
ting the vaccine, for which docu- 
mentation also is required. Even 
pregnant women are required to 
be vaccinated. Those who do get a 
pass must wear masks when they're 
in patient areas and within three 
feet of patients and visitors through- 
out flu season. 

Any Memorial employees who 
haven't been vaccinated by Nov. 
15 will be given a written warning 
and 15 days to get a shot. If still 
noncompliant by Nov. 30, they'll be 
suspended for three days without 
pay. If not inoculated within those 
three days, they get walking papers. 

If those required to wear masks 
do not wear them, they'll get a 
warning. A second offense could 
bring termination. 

Several labor organizations 
oppose mandatory vaccination as a 
condition of employment, including 
the AFL-CIO, the American Fed- 
eration of State, County and Munic- 
ipal Employees, and the Associa- 
tion of American Physicians and 
Surgeons. But Memorial spokesman 
Brian Newsome adamantly defends 
Memorial's policy, which, he points 
out, echoes those of Penrose-St. 
Francis Health System and others 
around the country. 

"We're not just doing this 
because the state tells us to. We're 
doing it because we think it's the 
right thing to do for our patients," 
he says. "The flu can kill you."

The first sign of Tucanos' heart for the Colorado Springs community came with its opening, 
when the chain restaurant helped raise some $7,500 for three local nonprofits. But it was 
made even clearer on a flier posted this past summer at Cheyenne Mountain High School. 

"Sunday, July 1, from 11 a.m. to 3 p.m., we are opening our doors at Tucanos to Waldo 
Canyon Fire Evacuees for a lunch on us," read the paper near the gym-turned-evacuee- 
hub. "It'll be on a first-come, first-serve basis (we can feed upwards [of] 1,000 guests) ..." 

It was a perfect example of what owner Steve Oldham told me when I said he was a 
finalist in this coveted category: "We enjoy being [in Colorado Springs]; we really like 
the community and like being involved." 

Well, the community clearly likes them back. I imagine it has something to do with the 
basics: You get all-you-can-eat meat off a skewer, proffered table-side, for around 20 bucks. 

Of course, it doesn't cook itself. 



"Usually, prep for the day starts about 7:30, 8 o'clock in the morning," says Oldham. 
"The grills start getting fired up between 10 and 10:30. A number of our meats are 
marinated overnight; some of our meats are actually cooked overnight, [like] our assado, 
which is a roast brisket we actually cook all night long. So they come in and pull that out 
of the oven in the morning and get it ready to go." 

On top of that, customers can eat from a huge salad bar full of pastas, fruits and even 
fried bananas. It's a recipe for success that's led to locations in Utah, Idaho and New 
Mexico, and a soon-to-open one in Virginia. 

"We like to think of ourselves as the urban, Rio de Janeiro version of a Brazilian 
grill," says Oldham. "So we're a little more festive, a little bit more energetic ... and 
really try and be reminiscent of the tropical nature of Brazil, with a more urban-type 
finish." — BC

Give the same green coffee to 10 different roasters, and post-roast, "all would be slightly 
different," says Eric "Harry" Nicol at Colorado Coffee Merchants. That's because the two 
main variables — roast time and temperature — drastically affect the flavor, and there's 
no detailed rule book to follow when it comes to the process. 

At CCM, a third variable is key to how the company's coffee is roasted: the equipment. 
Versus the much more common drum roaster, in which the heat comes from outside, CCM's 
fluid-air bed roaster heats like a "big, oversized popcorn machine," Nicol says. The air flow 
has a tendency to sift out more smoke and debris, as well as leftover chaff. Why's that impor- 
tant? When you drink a cup of coffee, he says, it's charred chaff that increases the drink's 
acidity, and can leave both your palate and stomach unhappy. 

In the 8V2 years since owner Eric Umenhofer opened CCM, the Fillmore Street shop 
has shifted most of its roasting from an 8-pound machine to a 38-pounder. Coming off 
that machine these days are two small-batch brands: Umpire Estate Mountain Roasters 
and Idle Truck, the latter nodding to Umenhofer's previous career as a local firefighter. 

It's unlikely you'll catch the original roaster running during a random stop by the 
shop — it's primarily used now for developing taste profiles for new coffees. However, 
drop by midday Monday through Saturday, and you'll probably be able to pick up a 
whiff of hot beans "popping" through the larger machine while you wait in line to 
order a latte (or mocha or another fancy drink). CCM roasts daily in order to produce 
100 to 150 pounds a day, enough to keep on top of its local business for that day and 
the next. — KA

Classy though it is, there's an argument to 
be made that Jake & Telly's is absolutely 
a family restaurant. It starts by noting 
that Jake and Telly Topakas are brothers, 
but goes well beyond that, too, as man- 
ager Christine Guerin explains. "Overthe 
last couple of years, Jake'sfamily — he's 
really changed how they've been eating 
at home. And he wanted to introduce 
that into the restaurant." Enter Ranch 
Food Direct meats, wild-caught shrimp 
and salmon, and "local and organic as 
much as we possibly can." What Guerin 
describes as a nearly two-year menu 
overhaul is almost complete — surely 
reason for an "Opa!" Unless, of course, 
that's overplayed. "It never gets old, and 
it's so much fun to say!" Guerin assures. 
"Actually, I find myself dining out at other 
restaurants — every once in a while — 
and a waitress or a server or somebody 
will drop something, and my family and I 
automatically yell, 'Opa!'"

Hummus is like Goldilocks' porridge: One 
has too much garlic, one's too chunky, 
another tastes bland. Hussein Abukh- 
deir's is just right. Savory, smooth and 
perfectly seasoned, with a little olive oil 
floating on top, this hummus demands 
to be eaten. It's not a happy accident. 
Abukhdeir, who owns the area's two 
Heart of Jerusalem restaurants, boils 
his own garbanzo beans, instead of buy- 
ing cans (whose beans, he says, aren't 
fully cooked). He peels the beans and 
processes them in a special blender he 
bought just for that task. In addition to 
the beans, he uses cumin, olive oil and 
"strong" tahini that he ships in from Cali- 
fornia. "It's my mom's recipe," Abukhdeir 
says — one that perfectly complements 
not only pita, but, say, the lamb, beef 
and chicken in a Heart of Jerusalem 
sandwich. Abukhdeir adds that he plans 
to open a new restaurant, but won't say 
where — fearing that, as in the past, 
competitors will encroach. — JAS 

EMI PICK Asian Soup that 
Doubles as a Full Meal

"Koreans eat here, but a lot of Americans 
come in too, especially soldiers who 
have served in Korea," Lee says. "They 
loved the food and now they bring their 
families here. I'm very proud of our food 
and culture. The Korean culture is to 
share — you share the food, you share 
the mind."

At first glance, this could be a contemporary art gallery, with its 
hardwood floors, exposed brick wall and track lighting. 

Then you notice the aroma. Aaaahhh. Your nose leads you to 
the cupcakes and cakes waiting in their cases, and you realize 
this gallery is dedicated to the art of creating and decorating 
delicious, beautiful food. 

Cake Crumbs, which spun off from a Denver location in Feb- 
ruary, is the home base of the Springs Cupcake Truck (see p. 51). 
The burgeoning empire is led by Denon Moore and her husband, 
Sean Moore, who handle the Denver bakery, and Denon's uncle, 
Mediterranean Cafe owner Mike Bergman. 

For Cake Crumbs, they found the perfect location in the for- 
mer Opb&j site. Then they went looking for the right manager/ 
decorator, someone equally skilled at the front counter and in 
the kitchen. They found Britt Lyle, a 27-year-old who spotted her 
dream job on Craigslist. 



"I had begged for an Easy-Bake oven when I was a kid, and my 
mom was like, 'No, if you want to learn how to bake, I'm going 
to teach you how to bake,'" Lyle says. "I've been doing it since I 
was 14. I just fell in love with it." 

Drawing on the Denver location's experience has helped with 
business strategy, but Lyle and her assistant, Kori Thumma, have 
learned that Springs cupcake lovers look for more variety in their 
flavors. Maple-bacon tops the list here, but customers are wel- 
come to request flavor combinations in person or on the bakery's 
Facebook page, Lyle says. 

"We put a status update that said, 'Hey, any suggestions for fall 
flavors?' And we got over 70 comments on it. We did use some 
of those suggestions, so we do take our customers' suggestions 
very seriously."

Tim Fernandez sounds surprised upon learning that he's a finalist 
for Best Bartender. "I can't really wrap my head around that," he 
says.

So we ask him: In his opinion, how would a good bartender 
become the best bartender? 

"Any good bartender has to have speed, consistency and 
accuracy when pouring drinks," Fernandez says. "But it's about 
a lot more than that. Fun and friendly matters as much as fast 
and accurate. And really, it's about the people; knowing their 
names is as important as knowing how they like their drinks. I 
introduce people, if they're all sitting along the bar, and get the 
conversation going. I like to keep people happy. 

"It's also about trust," he continues. "I like to build a rap- 
port so the customers trust me. And if they've had too much 
to drink, they know I'm not going to serve them. I'll take their 
keys and call a cab." 

Fernandez, a 32-year-old who's been bartending for six years, 



takes that responsibility seriously. He says he doesn't drink 
when he's working (unlike many bartenders) because he wants 
to "stay attentive and focused," and wants to make sure people 
feel safe at Club Q. 

The Academy Boulevard stalwart is known primarily as 
a gay bar, and has been since before Fernandez and his wife 
Sue bought it in 2006. And the couple are content to market 
it that way; at the top of clubqonline.com, you'll see a banner 
proclaiming Club Q the city's premier gay and lesbian nightlife 
destination. 

But Fernandez notes that on a Friday or Saturday night it's 
more of a mixed crowd. 

"From 18 to 80, gay, straight, everything in between, all dif- 
ferent types and styles of people come here," he says. 

Sometimes, Fernandez continues, they ask him and Sue if 
they own the place. "We always answer, 'No, you own the 
place. We work for you.'" — KK

"I met both of the bands I'm in at our open mic," says Stone, who performs with 
Kopesetik Soul and the Mostly Don'ts, also both IMA honorees. "Two groups," she 
adds, "that couldn't be more different from each other." 

It was five or six years ago that Stone went to her first open mic, which was being 
hosted by Jerry Roskin at McCabe's. "I'd just begun writing songs and I was extremely 
nervous to play," she recalls. "But Jerry was so nice and encouraging that he made it 
easy for me to get up there and share my music. I became addicted." 

So when Andrea's sister-in-law Christina Stone got together with her best friend 
Gentle Fritz to open Zodiac on the site of the former Rocket Room, Andrea jumped at 
the chance to host an open mic of her own. Nearly two years later, musicians continue 
to arrive early for the chance to play a big stage with high-end sound and lighting 
systems. Along with it comes a sense of camaraderie, real-time feedback and a free 
drink for each performer. 

And for Stone, it's also an opportunity to bring things full circle. "Ultimately why I 
host," she says, "is to give back to my community what Jerry gave me years ago, and 
in spades." — BF

REALITY SUSPENDED 

Folding chairs in hand, rollicking wrestlers make their entrance in Chad Deity

Even if the intentions in pro wrestling were real, the 
sport would still be fake, and not just because hitting 
somebody with a folding metal chair is less common than 
you'd think. 

The people pretending to pile-drive their opponent's 
persona are as deliberately packaged as anybody else 
who stands on a stage. Just as yourtypical politician isn't 
really who you think he is, Macedonio "Mace" Guerra isn't 
really who he supposedly becomes in Kristoffer Diaz's The 
Elaborate Entrance of Chad Deity. 

Mace, an undersized but proficient Puerto Rican wres- 
tler, serves as the professional fall guy for the ring's faux 

champion, a no-talent hulk 

named Chad Deity. Things 
get interesting when Mace 
introduces his Indian friend 
Vigneshwar Paduartothe 
promoter, who brainstorms 
a racially obtuse "evil" duo: 
Paduar gets an anti-Arab

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touch and becomes The Fundamentalist, with Mace as his 
sidekick, Che Chavez Castro. 

It's a biting, satiric slam on ethnic stereotypes, relying 
on a racially diverse cast — which can make 
it harderto stage. For one thing, it's a rela- 
tively small pool of actors being targeted by 
troupes around the nation, many of which are 
performing the play atthe same time. 

But Chad Deity's a uniquely attractive gig 
for such actors, says director Chip Walton, 
founder of Denver's 15-year-old Curious The- 
atre Company, which is co-producing the play 
with TheatreWorks. While to a degree they're re-creating.' 
being typecast, the story allows them to 
explore the very idea of being typecast. 



"I thinkthere's certainly a conversation that happens 
a lot about actors of color playing the same roles over 
and over and over, because the shows that get produced 
that have those roles tend to be the same plays over and 
over," says Walton, 43, noting in our phone interview 
thatthe role of Deity calls for a black actor. This Pulitzer- 
finalist story, he says, "gives them a real voice inside this 
important dialogue; as an artist of color as opposed to just 
inside the world of the play." 

Production-wise, the play takes an aggressive approach 
commiserate with its subject matter: It moves fast, with 
no blackouts; features real wrestlers; is set in a ring that 

grounds the action in place; and 

often calls on the audience to join 
the mayhem. 

And, hey, if you're of a certain 
mindset, you'll feel right at home 
with the tone, according to Walton. 
^^^^^^^^^^^^ "[Diaz] grew up on — and I did, too 

— on MTV and hip-hop and spo- 
ken-word and all sorts of alternative forms of culture and 
entertainment that don't have anything to do with George 
Bernard Shaw." 

Perhaps because of that modernist proclivity, Chad 
Deity '\s a unique bit of technical work. There's loads of 
lighting effects, both live and recorded video, and all the 
preening grandeur one can stand. 

"I think [Deity] probably has more spectacle in the 
show than almost any show that I can think of in recent 
memory," says Walton. "If you think about what might be 
involved in a typical entrance of a wrestler on WWE Raw 
or SmackDown, to a large degree, that's the world we're

Rhyme and re&son 

Hear Here has already changed the Springs' poetry 
paradigm for the better, and it's just getting started 

A little over a year ago, Luke Cissell began the twice-monthly open-mic poetry event 
Hear Here. The Colorado Springs native designed the forum to stray away from poetry 
in bars and clubs and to create a specific, all-ages environmentfor exhibition and rapport: 
"Focus on doing you, and find your inner voice and cultivate that," he says. "It's your own 
voice, your own story." 

Having started his career mentoring children in treatment centers, the 28-year-old runs 
Hear Here in down time from his day job as a licensed loan officer. On the second and third 
Saturdays of each month at Movement Arts Center, Hear Here collects creative types 
with the aforementioned open mics, along with guest poets and workshops. 

Among them is full-time poet Natasha Spencer, 32, who goes by ItsRea Light. She takes 
the darker route to poetic catharsis, penning such lines as, "I often wondered how often 
Tinker Bell visited us. Under my Momma's nostrils is where she left her dust." 

At each Hear Here event, poets like Spencer read to an average of about 50 people. But 
now, they'll have a chance to access much larger audiences. Cissell's assembling a team 
of five, plus a backup, to represent Colorado Springs in national and international competi- 
tion hosted by Poetry Slam, Inc., a nonprofit that promotes poets to better their chances 
of being published or booked on spoken-word tours. 

Cissell says there may be opportunities for performances in 
Colorado or New Mexico. But he's mainly focused on "compet- 
ing in Boston in summer 2013 against teams from all overthe 
nation." 

To build the team, Cissell will host a special slam competi- 
tion Saturday, Oct. 20, where poets will be given three minutes 
to bring their best prizefighter of a poem to go tongue-to-tooth 
against others. The winner of each monthly slam — judged by 
three to five random audience members — from Oct. 20 until 
March 30, 2013 will earn a spot on the Springs' elite slam team 
going to Boston. 

With $5 donations accepted at each Hear Here, Cissell hopes 
to raise upward of $6,000 for the competition.

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Batman Live puts American icon Bruce Wayne on stage — and a thoughtful Brit into the role

C ^5 atman is very American," says Jack Walker, the 30-year-old Londoner who 
plays the icon in the touring arena show Batman Live. So the actor has had 
to really work at this character — though not for the reason you might assume. 

'"You're playing Batman but you're English? Do you speak with an English 
accent?' I get that question a lot," Walker says, laughing. "No, I'm an actor. ... The 
accent is quite fun to do." 

The challenge is found in acting as Batman's alter ego, Bruce Wayne — so much 
so that Walker says he's had to break through a cultural barrier to connect with the 
character. 

"Bruce Wayne, he has to be kind of a big deal, you know. He has to be very 
confident, and own his space, in a way I'm not used to as a person outside of act- 
ing ... That's the thing about British culture, that I think is maybe a difference. 
It's very self-deprecating — you should never get above your station. Humility is 
valued in a big way, to the point where you'll just get shut down if you don't pres- 
ent as humble. ... 

"Whereas in America — which I think is a good thing, 
that positivity — it's about people achieving, and not shy- 
ing away from their potential."

CRUeHIN& VILLAINS' 

Within a classic Gotham City setting, Batman Live tells 
the story of how Batman meets Robin, "two gentlemen 
who have something very similar in common, and that's 
what's happened to their families and how they have to 
deal with that and how they become a partnership," says 
resident director Steven Minning. 

If the concept sounds straightforward, the production, 
designed specifically for arena settings, appears anything ^^^^^^ = ^^^^^^ = 
but. Watch the videos online and you might think it's 
basically Cirque du Soleil gone Gotham. 

Not true, says Minning (who, as a former Cirque staffer, should know). 

First and foremost, he insists, it has a strong original story, scripted by writer/pro- 
ducer Allan Heinberg, whose resume includes such shows as Sex and the City and 
Grey's Anatomy, as well as Legion of Super Heroes for Warner Bros. Animation. 
It's a live show that incorporates dance, acrobatics, pyrotechnics, flight sequences 
and, of course, a tricked-out Batmobile. It also features a 105-foot bat-signal-shaped 
LED video wall, which screens film that supports the storyline. At times, the wall 
acts as a scene's background, and at other times moves the audience from one 
locale to another. 

Amid all this, the show's also intensely action-packed, requiring a serious physi- 
cal commitment from the performers. Batman himself has to battle the Joker, 
Catwoman, Harley Quinn, the Riddler, Two-Face, Poison Ivy and the Pen- 
guin, along with their 30-some acrobatic accomplices, while wrapped in a 
harness and a 40-pound caped Batsuit. Add in a few quick Bruce Wayne 
costume changes throughout the night — "which take about a minute with 
the help of about four wardrobe people backstage," says Walker — and 
this show would be physically brutal on even the fictional superhero. 

"I'd done stage combat before, in drama school and things like that," 
Walker says. "But hand-to-hand combat, and fighting with sticks, and 
fighting with swords, flying through the air. ... It's more about just filling 
between lines, in school. Whereas this, you really have to look like you 
can beat up 50 people without breaking a sweat." 

Minning admits he doesn't know if there's ever been so many villains 
and arch-enemies all in one Batman storyline, and laughs when asked if 
it's fair to the guy to pack so many in. 

"You'll see," the director says. "He deals with them quite well.'

Batman Live started its days travelling through Europe, then 



the costume is much like fulfilling a little boy's dream. 

"It's impossible to not like Batman. I think that's part of it," he says. "Aside from, 
like, the iconic image and the spectacle of it that it all is — and it really is, isn't it? 
Everything with how Batman looks and the Batman world, and all the villains, and 
Batman himself and all his gadgets — aside from all that stuff, there's something 
about it that feels very real without having to go into to much extra depth. It's just 
all there. And I think that's why the character is so enduring." 

Of course, "real" life is complicated. So beyond Bruce Wayne's bravado, Walker 
also has to give Batman Live's lead character a good dose of nuance. "When you 
meet Bruce Wayne, there is a certain amount of artifice going on, which is integral 
to the idea of having an alter ego," he says. "I think that comes across because you 
see early on the quite clear distinction between his motives as Bruce Wayne and as 
Batman. You can see that this character is very purposefully presenting two differ- 
ent sides of himself." 

As the show goes on, he says, those two aspects of his character slowly merge 
as personal facts are revealed through the relationship 
between Bruce Wayne and Dick Grayson, aka Robin. The 
different levels of Batman's character are brought out in 
the story, "rather than us having to, like, bang people over 
the head with it." 

"It's not just an encapsulation of spectacular set 
pieces. You know what I mean?" Walker asks. 

"You've got to keep the audience with it and engaged 
throughout, so all those big moments, those spectacu- 
lar moments, are like cherries on top."

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Start by walking in through the 
East Boulder Street entrance, past 
the blue neon sign glowing from the 
brick wall of a downtown building 
shared with Louie's Pizza. In years 
past, that back room never seemed 
to hold its own — recent occupants 
never provided a feeling of place in 
the space. But Joe Campana, who 
also owns downtown's Rabbit Hole 
restaurant, has done a good job put- 
ting a there there. 

And there's all kinds of things 
to find in those corners: a life-size 
Yoda clutching a PBR, a trio of 
high-schoolers out on their lunch 
break and huddled around a game 
machine. Comfortable, wooden 
lime-green booths where you can 
eat good, vinegary chicken wings 
($8.50) split the room in half. 
On one side sits a bar laced with 
Colorado beers and liquors, and on 
the other, dual rows of old arcade 
games, spilling 
out along the 
walls.

Fighter II and the best game from 
the best series: Lethal Weapon 3 
pinball. Logos from a certain kind 
of childhood flash around you: 
Namco, Capcom, Atari, Midway 
Games. And wouldn't you know it, 
the brown change machines haven't 
aged a day. 

If you like a scene, go at night. 
It's not sexy, but there's a commu- 
nal, basement air and an under- 
standing that 1) taking a picture 
next to your initialed high score is 
the right thing to do; and 2) IPAs, 
waffle fries and coin-slots com- 
prise a fine way to kill a Tuesday 
night (and some of the morning, 
considering the 1:30 a.m. clos- 
ing time). It's like a pool hall for 
dexterous lovers of the Ferris 
Bueller's Day Off era, or a lower- 
key version of Tony's, with the 
Packers gear swapped for images 
of Pac-Man's lady. 

Eighties fans gotta eat too, 
though, and they'll do fine here. 

Everything falls within a solid 
spectrum of not bad to pretty good, 
with a few items — like an out- 
standing trio of house-roasted car- 
nitas tacos ($5) on small, double- 
layered tortillas barely slick with 
grease — standing out. Cooked by 
a dude recognizable through the 
kitchen window only by his yel- 
low SpongeBob SquarePants shirt, 
those little squares of charred pork, 
prepared twice a week at 6 in the 
morning, are made for the lime, 
cream sauce and onions they come 
with. The burger sliders ($7) are 
beautiful, too, cooked to a juicy 
medium on soft, palm-sized buns, 
and slathered with a mellow nacho 
cheese, chopped grilled onions and 
bacon bits. 

The SuperNova Burger ($9.50) 
gets points for size, structure and 
creativity, with its fried egg, bacon 
and fried jalapenos, but there are 
too many mellow flavors, and our 
beef and eggs were overcooked. A 
honey-mustard crispy-chicken sub 
($8), with lettuce and tomato, was 
pretty standard, while the turkey 
Reuben ($7.50) mostly mystified 
when it came out with a sulfur 
aftertaste. 

The fried Frogger Legs ($8.50) 
were just great, though: more chick- 
en-tasting than the animal itself, 
and with a nice little pale-orange 
Cajun sauce that reminded me of 
Cherry Coke — which, yes, first 
saw life in 1985.

In May 2011, when we wrote about Amanda's 
Fonda (3625 W. Colorado Ave., amandas- 
fonda.com) being purchased by Rick Holland 
(owner of several Wendy's, Golden Corrals 
and Colorado and Nevada casinos), we men- 
tioned the possibility of local expansion. 

According to Mark Austin, vice president 
of real estate and development for the com- 
pany, those plans are now coming to fruition. 
A second location is tentatively set to open 
around the Christmas holiday at 8050 N.

The same menu will transfer, but this new 
spot will be much larger than the original:

Owner Steve Bustamante, whose family 
operated La Paloma on Colorado Avenue in 
the 70s and '80s, says he wanted to make 
Sancho's "something franchise-able and 
fun," but also as good as iconic East Los 
Angeles shops. The former Bikini Xpresso 
location offers drive-through and takeout 
service, plus a small outdoor seating area. 

Bustamante emphasizes his true Colo- 
rado style with ample green chile across the 
menu; he says that after only two months in 
business, his mother, sister and he are rolling 
around 200 breakfast burritos each morning 
to meet demand. Check the Sancho's Face- 
book page for daily specials under $6. 

Moving and moved 

• Observant passersby may have noticed 
the closure of Firehouse BBQ (447-8829) at 
817 W. Colorado Ave., back in August. But 
manager Julie Johnson says the business 
isn't dead; it's moving. She hopes to be open 
as early as Nov. 1 at 6995 Lexington Drive 
in the former Hub Car Wash & Diner space. 

Johnson notes that it's a much larger 
space (5,200 square feet versus 3,100), and 
that guests should expect more specials on 
an updated menu, though the focal meats 
and sauces won't change. The separate 
spin-off business, Fire House On the Run 
BBQ(12480 Black Forest Road,firehouseon- 
therun.com) remains open with no changes.

Chingu Chicken House

Chingu's in a rough-looking building next to a 
7-Eleven, but more than makes up in flavor for what it 
lacks in aesthetics and location. 

As with many Korean meals, our order of chicken 
bulgogi ($12.99) and fried chicken wings ($5) began with 
a litany of small, fermented sides, each as unique and 
dynamic as an individual entree: seaweed and cabbage, 
potatoes, and bean sprouts. Corn tea, which tastes like 
Rice Krispies smell, followed, and then our mains. 

The bulgogi was a perfect paean to all things 
grilled and charred, featuring crunchy onions and 
soft potato cubes, and a spicy, deep-red sauce that 
stained the chopsticks. The steaming, battered wings 
arrived golden yellow, sticky as glue, and covered in 
a citrus-y sauce full of heat and zing. Appropriately, it 
was all setto the dramatic sounds of the Korean soap 
opera Tasty Life.

No fear 

Paranormal Activity 4 (R) 



By MaryAnn Johanson 

The rampant dullness of Paranor- 
mal Activity 4 is shocking, I will 
grant it this much. But ironically, for 
all that, as with the earlier films, it's 
mostly about watching people sleep. 
PA4 might best be used as a soothing 
nightlight, it's that monotonous. 




Talk about a film franchise that should have never grown 
past the first flick ... PA4's real horror is just how bad it is. 



Almost plotless, pretty pointless, and 
entirely unscary, PA4 may be one of 
the most unnecessary sequels ever. The 
basic found-footage conceit of acciden- 
tally capturing a malevolent poltergeist 
on home video equipment was more 
than played out by the just tolerably 
not unnovel PA1, and it decayed into 
forgettable instant irrelevance with its 
first sequel. Now, with the fourth film 
in the most redundant franchise ever, 
it's as if the filmmakers themselves 
have given up, shrugged a Whatever 
The Fuck, and simply tossed some ran- 
dom not-even-found-footage-anymore 
at us in the hopes that we won't realize 
it's not scary. 

It's like this: Screenwriters Chris- 
topher Landon and Chad Feehan, 
who had nothing to do with the 
previous films, offer no pretense 
that, even under its own loose rules, 
the ongoing story of poor Katie 
(Katie Featherston), the original PA 
hauntee, makes any sense what- 
soever. At the end of PA2, set in 
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2006, we saw Katie kill her sister 
and brother-in-law and kidnap their 
infant son, her nephew Hunter; now, 
in 2011, it appears that Katie and 
current grade schooler Hunter have 
moved in across the street from teen 
Alice (Kathryn Newton) in Nevada, 
because fugitives 
from double mur- 
ders can easily 
rent upscale sub- 
urban homes. But 
whatever. It's the 
supernatural stuff 
that makes no 
sense. For Alice's 
home is now 
being beset by 
weird noises and 
strange dangerous 
stuff happening, 
because ... 

Well, I won't 
spoil, even though 
the big surprise is 
something that, in 
an even marginally 
smarter film, would have been a given 
from the outset, because that's where 
the even marginally interesting story 
might be. Avoiding it raises howl- 
ers of questions that would demand 
answering, if I could be bothered to 
care. And also because it wouldn't 
matter if any of the haunting stuff was 
in the teensiest bit unnerving. Direc- 
tors Henry Joost and Ariel Schulman, 
returning from PA3, have "crafted" a 
movie that could be called the Where's 
Waldo of spooky shit, insisting that we 
search the background for something, 
anything to be happening: Is a ghost 
gonna jump outta there? Is a shadow 
gonna pass over here? Because there 
is little of concern happening in the 
foreground. Mostly, it's Alice Skyp- 
ing with her not-quite-boyfriend, 
Alex (Matt Shively), who sets up all 
the many laptops in Alice's absurdly 
rambling McMansion to record all 
the odd knocks and doors slamming. 
Mostly, there is no Waldo to be found. 
Sometimes, Joost and Schulman cheat 
unforgivably, as by inserting a jump 
cut where one would not be found in, 
you know, found footage just so there 
will be something, anything startling 
and jarring onscreen. 

This isn't merely lazy storytell- 
ing: It's nonexistent storytelling. 
And PA4 is doubling down on its 
own lack of internal logic by offer- 
ing itself up in IMAX. Because if 
there's one thing that says "Real 
stuff that happened to real people," 
it's teens Skyping in IMAX. 
Because that happens.

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Reign of pain 

Sleigh Bells explore the art of catharsis

Talk about stark. The cover of 
Reign of Terror — the sopho- 
more guitar-squealing masterpiece 
from New York noise-pop duo Sleigh 
Bells — is undeniably attention- 
getting, thanks to a scarlet-spattered 
pair of weathered Keds, the kind that 
frontwoman Alexis Krauss wears in 
concert. 

"And they are 100 percent her 
bloody shoes!" declares axeman 
Derek Miller, proudly. "It happened 
in Atlanta when we were on tour with 
CSS — I cracked her in the head with 
my guitar, which is really pointy, 
basically a weapon. I grabbed her 
by the shoulders and looked her in 
the eye and said 'Oh, my God! Are 
you OK?' And she had blood com- 
ing down her face and her eyes were 
crossed, and she was like, 'I'm fine!' 
And I was like, 'Holy shit!' So we just 
held on to those shoes." 

Putting together the artwork for 
Reign, Miller was reminded of the 
fearsome footwear. "I basically 
wanted to do almost like commercial 
stock photography of items that were 
just sitting around 
my apartment," he

says of the decid- 
edly grim CD 
booklet. Miller 
incorporated a 
bullet-riddled 
canteen used by 



his paratrooper 
grandfather in 
World War II, 
and his Purple 
Heart as well. 
"So the shoes 

were just another one of the items that 
I photographed, and I just thought that 
it was such a striking image, it had to 
be the cover." 

The photo is a crystal-clear warn- 
ing of what awaits listeners inside. 
For those brave enough to continue 
on, Reign of Terror will stand as one 
of the best records of the year, awash 
in waves of Def-Leppard-inspired gui- 
tar, with Krauss' voice wafting above 
like some lonely shorebird. 

The album is a real-life cathartic 
purge, an exorcism of the debilitating 
demons that have haunted Miller for 
the past three years. First, his father 
was killed in a motorcycle accident. 
Shortly thereafter, his mother was 
diagnosed with cancer. "So Reign of 
Terror is not about the French Revo- 
lution, is not a historical reference," 
sighs Miller. "It was a literal descrip- 
tion of what I felt like I was going 
through." 

His mother is in remission now, for 
which the musician is grateful. When 
he received her original diagnosis, he 
recalls, "I was already in total, utter 
darkness, and then when that hap- 
pened, I just threw my hands in the

air. I was like 'That's it, man — my 
life is over.' But I immediately started 
working — I just threw myself into 
the band, so for me, the record kind 
of arcs downward." 

Reign is also more cohesive than 
Sleigh Bells' eclectic 2010 debut, 
Treats. It opens with the celebratory 
"True Shred Guitar," then segues 
into a stomping "Born to Lose," the 
ethereal "End of the Line," a funereal 
juggernaut called "Road to Hell," and 
a closing "D.O.A." — which Miller 
calls "the period at the end of the 
sentence." 

It's not all doom and gloom; Two 
tracks, "Never Say Die" and the 
sunny "Comeback Kid," are, accord- 
ing to the composer, "points where 
lyrically I'm trying so hard to be opti- 
mistic and — as corny as it sounds — 
literally giving myself pep talks, like 
'C'mon! Pull it together!' 

"But it was difficult, and I'm self- 
destructive by nature," admits Miller. 
"So I certainly explored the parts of 
myself that I'm, uhh, not sure that I 
needed to know about."

The 2nd Law is no exception, as they kick up the 
operatic feel of their stadium rock'n roll sound 
a few notches, to largely good effect. Singer 
Matthew Bellamy assaults your eardrums (and 
his vocal cords) on the opening "Supremacy"; 
the swelling, thunderous movements on the 
album's standout track — the Queenesque "Sur- 
vival" — envelop you in its rock 'n roll glory; and 
"Animals" is a biting, sinister portrayal of some 
of mankind's baser tendencies (check out the 
riotous outro). The band also changes things up 
by allowing bassist/rhythm guitarist Christopher 
Wolstenholme to write and sing two songs — 
the dreamy mid-tempo rocker "Save Me" and 
the catchy, Foo Fightersesque "Liquid State" — 
and the results are pretty good. It's not Origin of 
Symmetry or Black Holes & Revelations, but The 
2nd La w still rocks. — Brian Palmer

File next to: Tom Petty, John Mellencamp 
The Wallflowers, thankfully, have rediscov- 
ered their mojo. Theirturbocharged reunion 
album emphatically rocks, with loads of great 
riffs, tons of hooks, bulls-eye lyrics that carry a 
bite, and just enough mystery to evoke questions 
about their meaning. Original members Jakob 
Dylan, keyboardist Rami Jaffee and bassist Greg 
Richling, plus longtime guitarist Stuart Mathis 
and new drummer Jack Irons, tear into songs 
that one minute recall T. Rex or Alejandro Esco- 
vedo ("Hospital for Sinners"), and Tom Petty 
or Bruce Springsteen the next ("It's a Dream," 
"Love Is a Country"), all without sounding like 
lightweight knockoffs. "Reboot the Mission" — 
which nods to the Clash with a Joe Strummer 
namecheck and a Mick Jones cameo — is just 
as vital as their best work. "I lost my sight but 
notthe vision," Dylan sings, as it becomes clear 
the song is about rediscovering musical passion. 
Better late than never. — Lynne Margolis

Americana/folk singer Tift Merritt spent the 
last decade wowing people with engaging musi- 
cal arrangements and uniquely arresting vocals, 
but on Traveling Alone she throws everyone a 
couple of curveballs. The title track progresses 
from simple acoustic fare to reverb-drenched 
Americana, while the country blues of "Sweet 
Spot" conveys the album's primarytheme of 
seeking out comfort, stability and home. "Drifted 
Apart" is a country ballad that features a Roy 
Orbison-like duet appearance from Andrew Bird. 
And then there's the easygoing folk of "Feeling of 
Beauty," in which Merritt sings "Every once in a 
while / The feeling of beauty / Catches my breath 
/Runs right through me" in a way you'll under- 
stand completely. Traveling Alone is a subdued 
album that owes as much to ambience and mood 
as it does to Merritt's vocals and insights. It's not 
exactly what you expect from her, which is why 
it makes such an impression.

e s a man of few words, but he doesn't need 
many," drummer Paul Romaine told me between 
sets at Houston Person's Colorado Springs show 
last Thursday. 




Claymore Disco: Finally going for the gold. 



True enough, the 77-year-old jazz giant expressed him- 
self with profound eloquence throughout the evening, his 
tenor sax filling Packard Hall with deeply resonant and 
sublimely melodic takes on classics like Horace Silver's 
"Juicy Lucy" and Benny Carter's "Only Trust Your Heart." 

A bandleader and accompanist to vocalists ranging 
from Lena Home to Etta Jones (with whom he toured and 
recorded for 35 years), the South Carolina native was 
backed by a gifted trio of Denver musicians that featured 
Romaine — whose unorthodox drum solo brought a huge 
smile to the saxophonist's face — as well as pianist Jeff 
Jenkins and bassist Ken Walker, who performs regularly 
with Barbara Ernst in Mistura Bela. 

After thanking the crowd for sticking through the second 



set — despite competition from the NFL and vice presiden- 
tial debate — Person eased into the closing "What a Won- 
derful World," the most beautiful live version of the ballad 
I've ever heard. While neither Jones nor Louis Armstrong 
were around to sing it, the song's sentiment came through so 
clearly that, after Person played the "wonderful world" line 
at the end of the first verse, he stepped back and exclaimed, 
"It is!" And for that night, in that place, it definitely was. 

OK, as long as we're being unchar- 
acteristically sincere, here's an event 
that's far removed musically but 
embodies a similar generosity of spirit: 
Triple Nickel owner JJ Grueter is plan- 
ning a two-night benefit to help raise 
funds for the fight against cancer. 

"I lost my mom, my big sister, and ^^^H 
my big brother lastyearfrom cancer," 
explains JJ. "And about a month before he passed, my 
brother's 27-year-old-son was diagnosed with leukemia. 
I think it's time I do something to help some people out." 

In addition to JJ's band the Nobodys, acts who've 
signed on for the Nov. 9-10 fundraiser include El Toro 
de la Muerte, Lenny Lashley (of Lenny & the Piss Poor 
Boys), Chad Price (of All and Drag the River fame), 
Magic Cyclops and the Mostly Don'ts. Plenty more to be 
announced, so stay tuned. 

Meanwhile, since this column is going on vacation for 
a couple weeks and there are tons of great local shows 
coming up, here are a few more longer-range highlights. 

On Nov. 3, Indy Music Awards "People's Choice" win- 
ner Claymore Disco will hold its CD release show at the 
Black Sheep. The album is called Year of the Disco: Gold 
Edition, to distinguish it from a stealth version released 
online earlier this year.

"We never told anyone about it and it never got pro- 
moted," says lead vocalist/keyboardist Garret Myers.

Concert Oct. 26 at Sunshine Studios, and Grass It Up 
with the Rocket Flies — a new band featuring Chauncy 
Crandall, David Jeffrey, Michael Litzle and Todd Bruing- 
ton doing a rap medley plus Steel Panther's "Eatin' Ain't 
Cheatin " — Oct. 31 at Front Range Barbeque.

Caravan of Thieves give gypsy jazz a theatrical makeover

Even though Caravan of Thieves has released 
three quirky albums that are well worth hearing, 
the best way to understand the group is still to see 
it in concert. Dressed in outfits from the turn of the 
century — as in 1900, not 2000 — the Connecticut- 
based foursome plays, dances, acts out portions of 
some songs, and even tosses in the occasional "Bohe- 
mian Rhapsody" or "Psycho Killer" cover. 

With eccentric musical abandon, husband-and- 
wife founders Fuzz and Carrie Sangiovanni sing and 
strum their way through an eclectic mix of acous- 
tic numbers. Violinist Ben Dean and bassist Brian 
Anderson round out the band, with all four members 
contributing percussion via pots, pans, buckets and 
other handy household items. The result is a festive 
sound that blends swinging gypsy jazz with highly 
melodic pop and plenty of sweet boy-girl vocals. 

The band's latest album, 2012's The Funhouse, 
is based around an amusement park motif, a fitting 
metaphor for Caravan of Thieves' prevailing vibe. 
But it also demonstrates the couple's development as 
songwriters who can craft memo- 
rable hooks and melodies. Songs 
range from the raucous thunder 
of "Eat You" to the peppy strut of 
"I Can't Behave," from the mel- 
ancholic sing-along feel of "Raise 
the Dead" to the martial tones of 
"Sister Went Missing."

"When we first started 
the band, it was definitely 
all about the music," says 
Carrie. "We had this idea 
for the style we wanted 
to do and the influences 
we wanted to try to mesh 
together. But we knew we 
wanted to make it visual as 

well, to help the listeners get a better grasp on the 
styles we were doing and to pull them into our own 
little world." 

In the early days, it was just the Fuzz and Carrie 
show. The couple got engaged just five months after 
meeting, took to the road to play acoustic duo shows 
in clubs, in parks, on the street — pretty much any- 
where they could break out their guitars and blend 
their voices without being a nuisance. 

"It was almost like a street performance," says 
Fuzz. "And when we were thinking about Caravan of 
Thieves, it was: Let's just see if we can continue this 
idea — musically, conceptually, aesthetically — but 
have it be a band." 

The band released its debut album, Bouquet, in 
2009, with a live release, Mischief Night, follow- 
ing the next year. At first, there was no percussion, 
but on-tour visits to antique shops and thrift stores 
changed all that. Borrowing a page from the stage 
show Stomp, they transformed household objects

into a percussive onslaught. On The Funhouse, the 
cheerful cacophony is so pronounced that it's hard to 
imagine the music without it. 

"We have big, grandiose ideas of someday having 
an enormous stage set with a lot of junk thrown all 
over the place," says Fuzz. "It started as just a fun 
little idea, and now it's become an integral part of 
what we do." 

But still, says Fuzz, the music comes first: "Some 
people think we're going to get up there and it's like 
going to see a Broadway play or something. But it is, 
first and foremost, a musical concert, and we're up 
there playing instruments the whole time. We don't 
really choreograph anything, but we move around a 
lot and — on certain sections of songs — we might 
be speaking. We're certainly more visual, interactive 
and theatrical than, say, your typical acoustic or blue- 
grass band."

Magically ambitious 

Ireland's the Script takes a shot at Celtic hip-hop

It's an easy enough conclusion to come to: Based 
on the Script's pliant, acoustic-strummed hits like 
"Breakeven" and "The Man Who Can't be Moved," the 
Irish trio must be obsessed with the traditional folks of 
their homeland, along with some Hothouse Flowers and 
maybe a little U2. 

Or maybe not. The band's #3 album, released last 
week, is crackling with a looped, rhythmic sound that 
can best be described as Celtic hip-hop, culminating 
in the current overseas smash "Hall of Fame," wherein 
Guinness-throated frontman Danny O'Donoghue 
trades street-tough motivational raps with no less than 
Black Eyed Peas leader will. i. am. Seemingly against 
all odds, it's one of the most delightful musical sur- 
prises of the year. 

"Celtic hip-hop is exactly what it is," confirms 
O'Donoghue, who approaches other #3 cuts — like 
"Broken Arrow," "Good 01' Days" and "Give the 
Love Around" — in a similarly street-smart fashion. 

"It's hip-hop, but we pres-

ent it in a different way — 
and it's played by a band, 
but an Irish band. But our 
spiritual home is America. 
We spent 10 years living 
over there, writing and 
producing. And I don't 
mean we were stealing 
their hip-hop ideas, but 



that's where the mentality comes from." 

Indeed. O'Donoghue and his future Script partner 
Mark Sheehan were so fascinated with American 
R&B that they pooled their meager resources — 
roughly $200 apiece — and flew to Orlando. Once 
there, they crashed on friends' couches and wound 
up infiltrating showbiz as a production duo. 

"I guess having the gift of the gab and an Irish 
accent got us into some really interesting places," 
recalls the singer. "We somehow managed to get 
into the studio with Pharrell and Chad from The 
Neptunes, and then that led us to working with 
Teddy Riley, then Montel Jordan — just all these 
really brilliant songwriters and producers. And that's 
where we sharpened our tools." 

So it's only natural that the Script — now fairly estab- 
lished after two albums, The Script and Science & Faith 
— would boomerang back to their original inspirations 
this time around. O'Donoghue also wanted to broaden 
the band's aesthetic horizons, which is why he audi- 
tioned for — and won — a judge's seat on The Voice 
U.K., Britain's version of the popular stateside reality 
show. Seated in a giant chair alongside Jessie J., Tom 
Jones and will.i.am, he helped tutor eager contestants. 
That's also where he first played will.i.am his #3 demos. 
"He heard "Hall of Fame" and said 'This is a really spe- 
cial message that everybody can get their teeth into.'" 

As does the tentative ballad "Six Degrees of Separa- 
tion," which openly discusses O'Donoghue's recent

breakup from his longtime missus. Then there's "If 
You Could See Me Now," the most touching work 
in the Script's canon, which deals with the death of 
O'Donoghue's father as well as Sheehan's parents. 

"My father taught me how to deal with feelings 
through music," recalls O'Donoghue. "So if someone 
annoyed me, or was at me, I wouldn't fight back. I'd go 
straight into another room and sing the highest, loudest 
note that I could, and I was able to verbalize that pain 
through singing. 

"So be very careful how you piss me off," he 
laughs. "Because I'll just go and get really good at 
something else!"

Looking for loopholes 

Nite Moves strip club in Albany, N.Y., 
is seeking to avoid paying $124,000 in 
back taxes by claiming its nude lap danc- 
es are exempt under state law as "live 
dramatic or musical arts performances." 
An administrative law judge agreed with 
Nite Moves, pointing out, "The fact that 
the dancers remove all or part of their 
costume ... simply does not render such 
dance routines as something less than 
choreographed performances." 

But the state Tax Appeals Tribunal 
disagreed, as did an Appellate Division 
court, which ruled Nite Moves didn't 
establish that private dances offered at 
its club are choreographed performances 
and noted Nite Moves dancers aren't re- 
quired to have any formal dance training. 
"It's definitely a form of art," one dancer, 
who declined to give her name, insisted. 
"Some girls are up there practicing for 
hours." (Associated Press) 

Adding insult to injury

Lost soles 

Neglect, termites, mold and tropical 
humidity are destroying the shoes of 
Imelda Marcos. After she and her hus- 
band, President Ferdinand Marcos, fled 
the Philippines in 1986, they left behind 
his clothing and at least 1,220 pairs of 
her shoes. Two years ago, staffers at the 
presidential palace noticed the apparel 
was threatened, so they transferred 150 
cartons of clothes and shoes to Manila's 
National Museum for safekeeping. 
There, the items deteriorated even further 
in a padlocked hall that was inundated 
by tropical rains due to a ceiling leak. 
An extensive rescue effort is under way, 
although many of Imelda Marcos' shoes 
are beyond repair. 

Meanwhile, in suburban Marikina 
city, where officials borrowed 800 pairs 
of the former first lady's shoes in 2001 
for a shoe museum, about 765 pairs 
survived floods and still look almost 
new due to the museum's meticulous 
care, which includes displaying them in 
airtight and dust-free glass cabinets in 
an air-conditioned gallery, away from 
direct sunlight. Noting the shoe collec- 
tion draws a daily crowd of 50 to 100 
Philippine and foreign tourists, museum 
manager Jane Ballesteros said, "The first 
word they utter is, 'Wow,'" adding, "Her 
shoes never fail to astound people years 
after."

Medical marijuana news of the week 



Faltering flame 



Monday, the Denver Post released the 
results of its latest survey of likely voters 
concerning Amendment 64 (regulatemari- 
juana.org): Support for the marijuana 
decriminalization initiative fell from 51 
percentto 48 percent, with opposition ris- 
ing from 40 to 43 percent. 

"The most noticeable swing in the new 
poll, taken [last] Tuesday and Wednesday 
for the Denver Post by SurveyUSA, came 
among women," wrote John Ingold. "The 
previous poll showed the measure suc- 
ceeding with women 49 percent to 39 
percent. The new poll, however, shows 
women opposed 48 percentto 40 percent. 

"Men continue to support the measure, 
as do young voters and those ages 50 to 
64. But a slender lead among voters ages 
35 to 49 has turned into a 4-point deficit, 
while voters 65 and older disapprove of 
the measure by a wider margin." 

Also on Monday, the campaign expe- 
rienced a morale boost when the state's 
largest union. United Food and Commer- 
cial Workers Union Local 7, endorsed the 
amendment. 

In a statement, union president Kim 
Cordova says, "Removing marijuana from 
the underground market ... will create 
living-wage jobs and bolster our state and 
local economies with tens of millions of 
dollars in new tax revenue and savings." 



Courting fire 



The Washington, D.C. -based Americans 
for Safe Access (safeaccessnow.org) 
organization continued its efforts to com- 
pel the Obama administration to reclassify 
marijuana from its status as a Schedule I 
substance when its case began Tuesday 
in the U.S. Court of Appeals. 

Three judges will determine a number 
of issues, reports the Associated Press, 
including whether ASA has experienced 
enough harm to have the legal standing to 
bring the lawsuit in the first place. If so, 
they will then look at the actions of the 
Drug Enforcement Administration, which 
took nine years to reject the original 2002 
reclassification request. 



Adding numbers 



Taxes related to medical marijuana, collect- 
ed by the city of Colorado Springs, continue 
to rise. Reflecting sales of some $4.5 million, 
the September report showed an all-time 
high of $112,132 deposited in government 
coffers, an increase of roughly $15,000 from 
a month earlier and $38,000-plus from the 
same time last year. Year to date, the city 
has brought in almost $700,000, already top- 
ping last year's total of $510,881. 

Meanwhile, numbers from the Colorado 
Department of Public Health and Environ- 
ment show thatthe number of MMJ patients 
in El Paso County keeps creeping back 
upward. As of July 31, 13,721 people pos- 
sessed a red card, an increase of 194 from 
the month before. The county hit its peak 
in July 2011, when 14,828 people were reg- 
istered. Statewide, the number is 101,220.

Rockies' rudderless ship 



As regular readers of this space know, the Colorado Rockies' collapse in 2012 
did not come as a major surprise. 
The spring prediction here was a 76-86 record, though many felt the Rockies 
might contend in the National League West. That hope lasted for a while, as they 
woke up May 1 at 11-11. But the season soon fell apart, as Colorado went 53-87 
the rest of the way to finish 64-98, worst in the franchise's 20-year history. 

By the end, it was obvious that general manager Dan O'Dowd had no relation- 
ship with manager Jim Tracy, and in fact O'Dowd had lost some power with the 
promotion of Bill Geivett to director of major-league operations. 

Facing the certainty of his staff being fired, and not having as much control 
over personnel going forward, Tracy made an admirable decision. Though he was 
welcome to stay another year with a $1.4 million salary, Tracy stunned the front 

office — OK, he stunned Geivett — by

resigning and saying he no longer was 
the right man for the job. 

But from this view, shared by multi- 
tudes of Rockies fans, that housecleaning 
wasn't enough. For some reason, owners 
Dick and Charlie Monfort decided to 
give their upper-management executives, 
O'Dowd and Geivett, another chance. 

It would have been far easier for the 
Monforts, once and for all, to admit the 
changes needed to start at the top of 
operations. They could have dismissed 
O'Dowd and Geivett, who have had 
more than a decade to shape the Rockies 
into a perennial winner. 

Instead of creating a positive atmo- 
sphere and a productive minor-league 
system, the Rockies' front office has 
squandered the momentum that a good string of prospects started and continued 
through an improbable run to the National League pennant in 2007. The five sea- 
sons since then have brought mostly frustration, sandwiched around the wild-card 
playoff berth in 2009. 

But it's not just about wins and losses. It's about the front office espousing the 
belief that "it's impossible to win consistently at altitude." That hadn't been the 
operating philosophy before, for the Rockies or the minor-league Bears before 
them. Everyone acknowledged that the ball carried farther at 5,280 feet, but 
nobody used it as an excuse — until the O'Dowd regime. 

Until this excuse-filled culture changes, the Rockies will not change. 
Meanwhile, the handling of pitchers and hitters has been questionable at best. 
Some young players have been pushed to the top too quickly. Others have been dis- 
carded, or ignored, far too early. Injuries have not been handled properly. Also, you 
look around and see Rockies castoffs doing well throughout the majors, with a clas- 
sic case being pitcher Jason Hammel. Traded to Baltimore for Jeremy Guthrie, 
Hammel had a good enough year that — despite missing the final few weeks of the 
regular season — he started the Orioles' postseason opener against the New York 
Yankees. Guthrie was a total bust in Colorado, dealt in midseason to Kansas City. 

So what happens now? Apparently the Rockies will promote from within, with 
Tom Runnells as the likely next manager. He's probably the best hire for the short 
term, and is the only person in the organization who can put forth the kind of 
respectable image that Tracy did. But it's obvious the Monforts won't touch O'Dowd 
and/or Geivett unless (or until) the fans stop flocking to Coors Field. When the frus- 
tration reaches that point, perhaps we'll see a change that leads to a new mindset. 
Until then, prepare for more mediocrity.
